A shriveled, physically puny 
man, he was for many years a 
constant source of worry to Brit- 
ain. His favorite method of get- 
ting political results was to fast 
and to admonish hig followers -in 
a policy of non-violence. He once 
said: “I always get the best bar- 
gains from behind prison bars.” 

Gandhi conducted nine “offi- 
cial” fasts during the British rule 
of India and two others after in- 
dependence, These hunger strikes, 
in some of which his frail frame 
was reduced almost to a skeleton, 
usually brought results. 

His last fast, at the age of 78, 
was undertaken Jan. 13 in an 
effort to halt strife.among Hindus, 
Sikhs and Moslems, thousands of 


whom had been kilJed in bitter, 


rioting. This fast lasted five days, 
ending on the pledge of communal! 
leaders that they would seek to 
restcre peace in India. Their 
promise came a day after Gandhi 
told his followers he was on his 
“deathbed” and pleaded for the 


reunion of Pakistan and India ' 
‘touchables,” or noncaste Hindus,

Gandhi said fulfillment of the

21-Day Fast in 1943. 

In the midst of the turmoil of 
World War II, with the prob- 
Jem of Indian independence a 
paramount one to Britain, he 
went on a 2i-day fast Feb. 10, 
1943. He subsisted on fruit juice 
and water. 

This fast, unlike some of his 
others, was “not unto death,” but 
was a protest against his confine- 
ment as a political prisoner and 
the locking up of members of the 
‘' All-India Congress party for the 
duration of the war. 

Gandhi's wife, detained with 
him in the palace of the Aga 
Khan at Poona, died of a heart 
attack while in custody Feb. 22, 
1944, at the age of 74. 

The civil disobedience campaign 
died out and thousands of the 
lesser agitators were released 
from prison. Gandhi, seriously ill, 
was freed May 6, 1944, after 21 
months of internment, the Govern- 
ment announcing it was acting 
“solely on medical grounds.” 

The following July, Gandhi pro- 
posed partition of India into sep- 
arate Moslem and Hindu states 
in a new plan for independence 
which contemplated a transitional 
government and a prewar pliebis- 
cite. Four days later he pledged 
to drop his disobedience program 
during the war and promised to

Fought Against Caste System. 

While Gandhi led the long strug- 
gle for India’s freedom from Brit- 
ish domination, coincidentally he 
fought to abolish the caste sys- 
tem. He saw the lot of the “un-

Gandhi's methods made him a 
world figure. Byea word he could 
have let loose one of the greatest 
revolts in history. But he preached 
instead passive, non-violent dis- 
obedience coupled with boycotts of 
British goods and liquor. Many of 
his followers could not apply his 
teachings literally and broke into 
rioting which resulted in death to 
hundreds and wounds to thou- 
sands and filled prisons. 

After such occurrences Gandhi 
undertook periods of penance, at 
times fasting until he was near 
death.

Wrecked U. 8S. Plane Is Sighted, 
Search Craft Crashes. 

FRANKFURT, Germany. Jan. 
39 (AP)--A B-17 Flying Fortress 
erashed and exploded today in the 
hunt for a DC-3 transport which 
fell Tuesday and fear was ex- 
pressed that 25 of the 26 persons 
aboard the two planes were killed. 

The B-17 carried four officer 
and 10 enlisted men. .

The salvage crews go about the 
country to draw in this wreckage 
and cut it up to be used as scrap 
in the tractor factory at Stalin- 


grad. 

We had to hold on with both 
hands while our bus bumped and 
leaped over the country. We 
seemed to go on endlessly across 
the steppe, until at last over a 
little rise we saw Stalingrad be- 
low us and the Volga behind it. 

On the edges of the city, there 
were hundreds of new little 
houses growing up, but once in 
the city itself, there was little 
except destruction. 

Ss is a long strip of a 
city along the bank of the Volga, 
nearly 20 miles long and only 
about two miles wide at its widest 
part 


Most of Wallis Flattened. 

We had seen ruined cities be- 
fore, but most of them had been 
ruined by bombing. This was 
quite different. In a bombed city 
a few walls stand upright. But 
this city was ruined by rocket 
and by shell-fire. It was fought 
over for months, attacked and 
retaken, and attacked again, and 
most of the walls were flattened. 
What few walls stand up are pit- 
ted and rotted with machine-gun 
fire. The destruction is different 
from any we have seen. 

We had read of course about 
the incredible defense of Stalin- 
grad, and one thing occurred to 
us in looking over this broken 
city, that when a city is attacked 
and its buildings knocked down, 
the fallen buildings offer’ fine 
shelter to the defending army— 
shelter, and holes, and nests out 
of which it is almost impossible 
to drive a determined force.

considered likely, in fact, to pre- 
and much 
graver economic troubles, in the 
way that a distant drum-roll of 
thunder presages’ the coming 
storm, 

The immediate practical effects 
which are most feared are an out- 
break of competitive devatuation 
among the other European curren- 
cies, and a simultaneous drying up 
of the channels of trade. The signs 
already point that way. The Bel- 
gians, for example, are even now 
known to be considering following 
the French, with a devaluation of 
the Belgain franc. The British, 
whose position is most seriously 
jeopardized, are also known to 
be considering requiring the 
French to pay in dollars for their 
more important purchases in areas 

The American treasury, the 
British treasury and the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund are organ- 
izing themselves to avert the 
worst of these dangers, But while 
such leaders in the effort as 
Camille Gutt, the able and coura- 
geous manager of the Monetary 
Fund, do their best to put a bold 
face on the situation, they clearly 
feel no assurance of success. 

Technical Danger. 

As usual in monetary crises, the 
source of the main danger is high- 
ly technical. As part of its deval- 
uation plan, the French govern- 
ment has insisted on establishing 
in Paris a free market for the dol- 
lar and other hard currencies. In 


‘this market, the dollar is consid- 


ered likely to sell, initially, for 
from 300 to 400 francs, At the 
same time, the French have es- 
tablished the official rate of 214 
francs to the dollar at the Bank 
of France, and they have placed 
proportional official rates on the 
other European currencies. Thus 
the pound sterling, which is of- 
ficially worth a fraction over $4, 
will be dealt in by the Bank of 
France at 862 francs to the pound. 
But, anyone holding dollars can

Hirohito, it is true, is an em- 
peror without an empire. He has 
renounced all claims to divinity 
and, under the new Japanese con- 
stitution, he is but a national sym- 
bol. His grip on the Japanese peo- 
ple is, nevertheless, immeasurably 
closer than it ever was, for he 
represents the ultimate in the 
father-son relationship, keystone 
of Japanese society. 

A certain directive which the 
Supreme Command for the Allied 
Powers is known to have received 
from the State Department, with 
the concurrence of the War and 
Navy Departments, at the begin- 
ning of the occupation still is 
“classified,” but its gist is public 
knowledge: Gen. MacArthur was 
to “use” the Emperor and at the 
same time to “humanize” him, but 
MacArthur was not to take any 
action concerning the Emperor 
without prior consultation with 
Washington. 

It has become obvious now that 
this “humanization” has had some 
results not foreseen by its plan- 
ners, 

Hirohito’s junkets throughout 
the country, in line with the dem- 
ocratic idea, have brought him 
such adoration among some 7,- 
000,000 subjects that MacArthur 
himself is reported to have be- 
come concerned, 

People Would Follow Him. 

One highly placed occupation of- 
ficial, with prewar experience in 
Japan, observed recently: 

‘If Hirohito decided tomorrow 
to tell the Japanese people, ‘I’m 
tired of these Americans, so let’s 
get rid of them,’ I haven’t the 
slightest doubt they would try to 
throw us out. 

“Of course, Hirohito isn’t going 
to do anything of the kind, but 
it’s what he could do if he wanted 
to. 

“What may happen if he gets 
into the wrong hands after we 
pull out? 

“Personally, I believe Hirohito 
is a peace-loving man, but when 
Tojo and others advised war, it 
never occurred to him to say no, 
although it was in his power to 
do so.

Everybody, including Hirohito 
knows the answer. MacArthur 
knows it and the United States’ 
chief prosecutor, Joseph B. Ken- 
nan, knows it, although nobody 
will admit it for the record. 

Hirohito isn’t in the dock be- 
cause he is more useful to the 
occupation on the throne. 


Of course, the difference be- 
tween Hirohito and the 25 pres- 
ent defendants is that his guilt is 
of the negative sort. His sin was 
of omission rather than commis- 
sion. 

He is reported to have said once 
to the then grand steward of the 
imperial household, Yoshitami 
Matsudaira: 


“If they want to try me for 
wanting war, then I am not guilty; 
but if they want to try me for 
being weak and not stopping war 
when it was in my power to do 
so, then I am guilty.” 

Hirohito may not be in. the 
courtroom today in person, but he 
is certainly there in everybody's 
mind, Despite the best efforts of 
both prosecution and defendants 
to protect him, his name crops 
up repeatedly in testimony.

What Boonville Needs 


Wo the Editor of she Post-Dispatch: . 
- It is tragic that it has:taken many 
@scapes, and finally a murder, to arouse 
blic interest in the situation at the 
nville State -Training School for 
Boys. It will be «till more tragic if this 
interest culminates in nothing . more 
than a wall around the school. The pub- 
lic should be greatly concerned about 
the number of escapes not because of 
the damage the boys have done to the 
ublic outside, but rather because they 
dicate the unhealthy situation that 
exists within the institution. The recent 
murder is even more indicative that 

something is wrong. 

Money that some would spend for a 
high wall, and armed guards, would be 
better spent if it were used to remedy 
gome of the disgusting conditions to be 
found there. The public has heard that 
the school is overcrowded, but does it 
realize that the overcrowding is so ser- 
fous that often 40 boys sleep in a single 
room? Older, hardened criminals are 
bunked next to boys convicted of minor 
offenses because there is no place to 
put them. During night time “bull- 
sessions” the more innocent have every 
opportunity to pick up the “tricks of the 
trade” that the boys who have “been 
eround” know so well. Escapees who 
@re captured cannot be placed in sep- 
erate cells, because there are none. Con- 
Bequently, they are placed in the “hoa- 
pital.” When it becomes necessary to 
put three in a room, it is easy for “in- 
cidents” to occur, like the recent murder. 

Most of the inmates at Boonville do 
mot need oppressive, repressive treat- 
ment, armed guards, high walls, iron 
bars and harsher punitive measures. 
Statistics will show that most of them 
@re victims of broken homes and de- 
linquent parents, and need helpful guid- 
ance by skilled counselors; means of 
self-expression through recreational and 
craft activities, vocational training and 
education. 

A recent newspaper report stated that 
50 per cent of the boys attend school. 
Yes, in a school built almost 50 years 
ago. The floors sag in thé old building, 
the blackboards are cracked, the stairs 
gre steep and warped, and the wood- 
work is rough with many layers of an- 
cient paint. The building is a fire trap 


that should be mned, . 
Groups of wuld boys are ‘unider but 
One supervisor. If a boy bolts, the super- 


visor cannot chase him for fear of losing 
the rest of the boys. 3 

The law prevents the transfer of boys 
convicted and committed to Boonville 
to any other school or penal institution. 
Consequently, a boy well over 21, con- 
victed of murder, must be kept there 
‘with young impressionable boys. Incor- 
rigibles and habitual criminals who dis- 
rupt and destroy morale likewise cannot 
be transferred. 

What is the answer? Obviously, a 
law providing for the transfer of in- 
corrigibles, those convicted of major 
offenses, and of inmates over 21 to penal 
institutions should be passed. Many 
@ther states have had such laws for 

. Secondly, it is essential that a 
sone better-trained staff be provided, 
and that several new buildings be built. 
Toward this end, every public-minded 
citizen in Missouri should be insisting 
to the State Legislature that proper 
legislation and larger appropriations be 
enacted to meet the desperate needs. 
Let’s not be content to build a wall and 
hide the eyesore.

Mr. Mikolajezyk Is Challenged 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have been reading with great inter- 
est Mr. Mikolajczyk’s articles in the 
Post-Dispatch, but I find in them certain 
statements which I believe are at var- 
dance with the facts. 

In his article entitled “11,000 Polish 
Officers Murdered in Cold Blood by 
Russians in Katyn Forest” Mr. Mikola- 

states that this expose is being 
published for the first time. Such is 
mot the case. I saw this same expose 
in the Nazi-controlled press of my na- 
tive Norway during the German occu- 
pation. And, after the war, I read in 
the Norwegian papers an official de- 
nial of the Katyn Forest story which 
termed it “Nazi propaganda.” Among 
those who b d the story amlie was 
a prominent nish professor who told 
how he had visited the scene of the 
massacre as part of the committee of 
experts taken there by the Germans and 
was forced to sign a statement that it 
had taken place during the Russian oc- 
cupation, although all the evidence 
pointed to the Germans and not the 
Russians as the murderers. 

Not only that. In 1943-45 I was a po- 
litical prisoner in Sachsenhausen con- 
centration camp in Germany. There I 
met two Polish officers, Alexander Grud- 
now and Adam Kolodzej, whose homes 
were in Katyn. Both men were anti- 
Communists and Polish patriots, Both 
told me that they were living in Katyn 
at the time and that the mass murder 
of the Polish officers had been perpetrat- 
ed by the Germans. There were not even 
any Russians in the vicinity.

Gen. Eisenhower's modest, dignified and 
high-minded’ withdrawal from the presidential 
race has increased his already high stature in 
the public mind. As we said the other day, it 
took the Eisenhower type of conscience and 
courage to turn his back on the wave of popu- 
lar acclaim that has swept the country in the 
past months. 

One of the objections to Gen. Eisenhower's 
candidacy—an objection he himself stressed—is 


that he has been a professional soldier all his - 


life. Although we have had soldier Presidents, 
and very fine men like Gen. Marshall in the 
Cabinet, there is a deep and very wholesome 
American distrust of the soldier in public life. 
It is a traditional American principle to entrust 
the top administration of the Army and Navy 
to civitians. * 

Another objection raised by Gen. Eisenhower 
is that politics is an art and science in itself, 
and one which he has not acquired in his life. 


Viere, in the view of many, he was being overly 


humble, since his duties as Supreme Com- 
mander of the Allied forces in Europe showed 


that he had great ability as an administrator, 


and a marvelous quality for composing differ- 
ences among men and getting results. He was 
able, for example, to handle the cantankerous 
Churchill, quite a feat in itself. 

A third objection to his candidacy, and one 
that had much validity, is that the country does 
not know where he stands on many important 
issues, and perhaps he himself does not 
know where he stands. He has been pre- 
occupied in his life with military matters, at 
the expense of civil ones. He has never voted, 
and no one knows actually whether he is, in his 
heart and mind, a Republican or a Democrat. 
The public certainly should know the basic 
philosophy of all candidates for the presi- 
dency and, in addition, their detailed views on 
public issues. 


Now let’s do a little erystal ball gazing. An 


Eisenhower unavailable in 1948 might be highly 
available in 1952. By that time, he will have 
doffed the uniform and worn the robes of ‘a 
university president for four years. By that time, 
also, he will have been expressing himself and 
committing himself on many issues, scholastic 
and otherwise. He will no. longer be an unknown 
quantity in any respect. 


As president of Princeton University, Wood-. 


row Wilson made known his views on many pub- 
lic issues. Dwight Eisenhower doubtless will do 
as much as head of Columbia University. 

As Roscoe Drummond says in the Christian 
Science Monitor: 

Gen, Eisenhower will be more than a 
cloistered educational executive, and the 
next four years will make him more than 
a “professional soldier.”, That is why most 
Washington correspondents see Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s potential political life just begin- 
ning, not just ending, with his withdrawal 
from the 1948 campaign. 

The United States should always have a reser- 
voir of men of outstanding character and abil- 
ity that can be drawn from for top leadership. 


We like to think of President Eisenhower of © 


Columbia University being a man of that type, 
to whom the country might turn in future years. 
And we think the notion will be comforting to 
many of his ardent followers, who were deeply 
disappointed when he took himself out of this 
year's race. 
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Childish Stunt 


Those Oklahoma students, who burned a copy 
of the Fourteenth Amendment and then mailed 
the ashes to President Truman, engaged in an 
attention-attracting stunt. At best it involved an 
official of the Federal Government who has 
nothing to do with admission of Negroes to the. 
university law school, which the demonstrators 
favor. At worst it was bad taste to the point of 
gross disrespect for the Constitution. The 
American flag is the symbol of our country, the 
Constitution is our country’s charter.

~The Governor Should Back Up 


State Senator Linneman’s announcement that 
a special committee will investigate the troubles 
of the Missouri State Training School for Boys 
at Boonville is the best news so far in this whole 
tragic and mishandled matter. 

A legislative inquiry is exactly what is needed. 
Investigation by the Training School Board 
would have been pointless, as the members 
knew. The six board members are well aware of 
the deplorable conditions. They know about 
the crimes committed by idle boys not properly 
segregated. They know there is no suitable 
educational program, little or no vocational 
training, precious little recreational equipment 
and facilities. They know about the inadequate 
buildings. They know of the antiquated. hob- 
bling restrictions under which they must try to 
administer their trust. — 

What the Training School Board wants is for 
the public in general and the Legislature and 
Governor in particular to know these facts. That 
is why an outside investigation was requested. 
Instead of flying into a temper at this proposal 
as he did, Gov. Donnelly should have seen its 
basic wisdom. He should have recognized that 
a legislative inquiry would impress the needs of 
the Boonville school on the*Legislature in a way 
that no other investigation could possibly do. 

Because the board is right its members were 
not stampeded by the Governor's intemperate 
demand for their immediate resignations. So far 
not one has resigned and several have said 
flatly that they will not resign, that the Gov- 
ernor will be forced to remove them. If any 
do resign it will be in disgust rather than in a 
spirit of compliance. Certainly it will be no 
confession of error. : 

It is the Governor who is vulnerable. The 
Legislature last year appropriated $1,500,000 for 


long-overdue improvements, Gov. Donnelly re- 


duced this to $843,000. His cuts included a re- 
duction of $700,000 for nine cottages, needed to 
classify boys in decent quarters, to $360,000. He 
eliminated outright $200,000 for a vocational 
building and $40,000 for a chapel, on the grounds 
that existing buildings should be repaired. 

As for the bill to permit transfer of older 
boys of an incorrigible nature, it may have been 
“unworkable,” as Gov. Donnelly said on veto- 
ing it. Yet State Senator Jasper Smith said this 
week that the bill was a needed first step which 
could have been improved later. The fact is 
that however good his intentions, the Governor 
did kill a bill to get the worst troublemakers 
into other institutions. 7 

Did the Governor try to get the top place in 
the training school system for his friend, the 
Rev. Leroy Munyon of Lebanon? Was he in- 
furiated because the Rev. Munyon was dismissed

from his post as superintendent, a job for which 
he was unfit? On this point it is Gov. Donnelly’s 
word against those of such men as Fred Naeter, 
board member. 


The person who should be backing up is Phil . 


M. Donnelly. He is the one who has made an 
impetuous mistake. He would grow greatly in 
stature if he admitted that he is wrong and re- 
called his demand for these six resignations. 
His alternative is to sit tight, see what each 
board member decides to do and then oust those 
who do not send in resignations. 

If the Governor follows that‘course the train- 
ing schools will gain nothing and he himself 
will lose still more in prestige and respect. 
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Gandhi 


“An incredible combination of Jesus Christ, 
Tammgny Hall and your father.” 

This witticism by John Gunther in “Inside 
Asia” summed the contradictions in the frail 
form who was the strongest man in India's long 
and bitter history. 

Gandhi was like Christ in that he was kind 
and simple, in that he was devoted to the poor 
and lived his own life in the humblest of ways, 
in that he did good afd taught men to love one 
another and to shun strife and violence and 
physical force. 

He was like Tammany Hall.in that he knew 
the world of politics as few who practice that 
art of skills and wiles and strategems. He could 
sit down with the best that Britain had to send 


‘to stave off independence, and meet them on 


even and better terms. He knew how to handle 
himself and his causes in the council room, and 
he knew equally how to take the stump among 
Mother India’s masses of vastly differing peoples. 

And he was like “your father.” One corre- 
spondent after another, with skeptics among 
them, went to interview Gandhi and write him 
up, and came away, to describe him with much 
of the devotion that a child would have for a 
loving parent. However much the spinning 
wheel, the loin cloth and the goat's milk were 
the materials of the theater, they did not in the 
least discredit the moral teacher and the pa- 
triotic statesman. They made him one with his 
people. 

Almost two weeks ago, when Gandhi was in 
his fifteenth fast, as a demonstration against 


‘the internecine strife in India, it was said in 


these columns: “He lives for India, and when 
he dies, he will die for India.” 

And so it was. His fast was to bring about 
peace between the Hindus and the Moslems, 
and while it was in progress Hindu refugees 
forced from the Punjab, across the line in Pakis- 
tan, had demanded “Death to Gandhi.”

Gandhi did not live to see India free from 
bloodshed and destruction any more than Wash- 
ington lived to see the perfection of the free 
government which he fought to establish on this 
But like Washington, Gandhi stands 
out as one who played a major part in spread- 
ing the ideal of freedom in the world.

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Why This Hair Shirt? 


In a special message to Congress, President 
Truman insists again on the power to limit the 
use of grain in the manufacture of whisky and 
ethyl alcohol. If. such a step were necessary 
for this country to do its part under the Mar- 
shall plan, it would be widely supported. But 
it is not necessary. To pass such a law would 
be to don a hair shirt. 

The distilling industry uses less than 1 per 
cent of the nation’s grain production. The resi- 
due of the grain after fermentation makes excel- 
lant feed, Its value as feed is about half that 
of the original grain. If the distilleries were 
shut down entirely, the net saving would be 
only 4% of'1 per cent of the country’s total grain 
production. : 

Judging from what the Administration did 
when it had the power to limit grain to distil- 
leries, it would not in any event cut grain con- 
sumption for this purpose to less than one half 
of normal. So all the argument, when the use 
of mash for feed is considered, is about one- 
fourth of 1 per cent of our total grain supply. 


That is too slight a goal to upset a great in- 


dustry. 
The other nations of the world, including 


those to receive aid under the Marshall plan, 


are operating their distilleries at full blast. 
Canada is operating its great distilleries at ca- 


pacity, using large imports of American corn 


and rye. Why should America throw an army 
of distillery workers out of jobs and reduce the 
age and quality of its liquor in futuré years 
when no such sacrifice is being made by the 
nations to which we are giving aid? 

We hope the House of Representatives stands 
pat and refuses the President’s request. It has 
too much the appearance of a gesture to curry 
favor with the prohibitionists.

In the three days which the commission 
allotted the company last week for a pres- 
entation of its case, the company did a 
poor job of justifying the need for in- 
creased revenues. 
sented at least a dozen and a half figure- 
filled exhibits, but in no instance did they 
offer the commission actual figures for as 
much as a year’s operating experience. 
They relied on the figures they had se- 
lected from their books and in numerous 
instances frankly admitted that these had 
been “adjusted,” 


How Time Was Wasted 


It was obvious that the witnesses had 
been coached, On the subjects the coni- 
pany wanted them to discuss they were 
primed to the last decimal points. On any 
other points, they didn’t know the answers, 
they would have to look them up, or some 
later witness would answer that. The com- 
pany was-in a hurry. Its financial condi- 
tion was critical, Yet with the time for 
telling its story limited to three days, more 
than one witness took as much as 15 min- 
utes to tell about his education and the 
various jobs he had held in more than 20 
years of employment by the telephone com- 
pany. 

Most of one afternoon was spent going 
into the methods used by the company ac- 
countants in deciding what part of tele- 


phone investment and expenses should be 


charged to local exchanges where the com- 
pany claims it is losing money and what 
part to long distance operations where the 
company says it is doing much better. It 
is local rates which it is asking be raised. 


Too Much Depreciation? 


It showed on its own figures that it was 
making more than the usual “fair return” 
on interstate long distance calls where the 
rates are beyond the reach of Oklahoma 
authorities, yet interstate long distance 
rates are as low or lower than intrastate 
rates, | 

Even more time was consumed in‘an 
effort to show that the telephone com- 
pany’s properties are worth more today

than when it paid for them. The man who 
gave this testimony admitted he had not 
seen most of the properties since 1935. He 
admitted, too, that under the calculations 
which he used old style upright telephones 
which the company paid $100 for in 1926 
were considered as costing $156 to repro- 
duce, and were given the same value as 
$110 worth of newer type phones which had 
been in use only since 1941. To both kinds 
he applied his estimate of 14 per cent de- 
preciation, The presumption, of course, 
was tifat prices have gone up since the 
company purchased its equipment, but 
there was also the suggestion that the de- 
preciation allowance which the company 
figures as an expense in figuring how much 
it makes has been too large these last few 
years, : 

The final witness did more damage than 
any of the others to the credibility of the 
Bell story. In his anxiety to justify paying 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
the owner of Southwestern Bell, a license 
fee of 1% per cent of Southwestern’s gross 
revenues each year, W. B. Stephenson, 
chief engineer for Oklahoma, outlined sav- 
ings In the way of technological benefits 
which he said Southwestern had received 
in return from A. T. & T. amounting to 
$1,134,500 annually. 


For Television, Too? 


The savings he described, and he said 
there were others, raises the question of 
why telephone service does not cost less 
today than it used to instead of more. The 
Corporation Commission should inquire 
fully into this phase of the business before 
it grants any rate increases. 

In a telephone rate case on the Pacific 
Coast it was disclosed that the license fees 
paid by Southwestern and other companies 
had gone to finance research in television, 
which is far afield from providing lower 
cost telephone service. What else have the 
telephone users of Oklahoma had to pay 
for that isn’t local telephone business? 


The telephone company’s case doesn’t 
have the ring of sincerity. Sure, costs are 
up, but. if the padding has been taken out 
of the business, the company should be 
willing to step forward and answer ques- 
tions forthrightly. If we could get all the 
facts it would be easy to determine whether 
the rates should be raised,

No Clocks of Suburbia 


THE GOLDEN SLEEP, by Vivien Connell. (The Dial 

Press, New York.) 

“The Golden Sleep” will surely increase 
the reading audience of Vivian Connell, the 
Irish playwright and novelist who is best 
known in America for his novel “The Chi- 
nese Room.” This new book is tantalizing. 
Like a Greek tragedy in the inevitability 
of its climax, it moves on, inexorably ex- 
posing the passions that undo the spirit. 

Beneath the story of the novelist Calvin 
Spring, whose sole concern, Mr. Connell 
would have us believe, is with his respon- 
sibility to mankind (despite the fact that 
he spends most of his 
time with love in- 
trigues), are the 
themes of reality ana 
essence, time and 
eternity, work and 
dreams, lust and 
love. 

The golden sleep of 
the title seems to be 
the continuity of the 
past and the present, 
the sleep of life spent 
on the way to the 
sleep of a death that 
the author, in one 
casé, uses as a pun- 
ishment for evil, and, 
in the other as a reward, or rather, as the 
continuum of Time that has nothing to do 
with the “clocks of suburbia or the bells of 
Sunday”’—nor the daily headlines nor the 
dinner gong. The lock of hair that starts 
Calvin Spring on the road to his strange 
love is like the | Time that is the soul, 
the very eleme. . that produces art and 
contains the “orbit of love.” 


But perhaps the allegory suggested is all 
wrong. There are so many thrusts -here, 
so many contradictory implications that 
the novelist’s symbolic intentions are, in 
the end, unnecessary. They are, at any 
rate, the least successful—in fact, they fall 
unwholesomely under the species corn. 
One may forget the suggestive symbolism 
of the characters’ names—the all-knowing 
Calvin; the femme fatale, Grieg; the beau- 
tiful woman ironically called Felicity; the 
love-hungry Margaret; the good and. wise 
wife of Calvin, Grace; their just son, 
Michael, etc. 

The story is compelling enough: the 
story of the search of a man of genius (it 
is sad how presuming even a good novelist 
can be) for the woman who will sustain 
him (the privileges of genius?) during his 
production of his “Great Design” (yes, 
even #0), If you like, it is the story of a 
spiritual hero who passes brilliantly diffi- 
cult moral tests or, more accurately and 
prosaically, the story of a nymphomaniac 
who parades for a time with a soul which 
apparently she has stolen from the past. 

Mr. Connell has great talent for story- 
telling, handles his characters and dialogue 
with a mature and certain hand, but when 
he tries to be a James Stephens, a non- 
primitive D. H. Lawrence, 4 Havelock Ellis 
and an Oswald Spengler all at once, he 
leaves his readers, and himself, a little 
breathless.

Art to What Purpose? 


ART AND THE SOCIAL ORDER, by D. W. Gotshait. 

(University of Cricago Press, Chicago.) 

Two basic questions are raised in this 
book. “Where should the arts stand in a 
dynamic social order founded on scientific 
intelligence and oriented toward the best 
social good?” And, even more basic: “What 
is art?” 

According to Prof. Gotshalk, art is any 
form of creation for esthetic experience. 
The best forms are those which the artist 
has bridged the most intimate gaps be- 
tween himself and the largest number in 
society, with society itself becoming the 
greatest stimulus for him. Art must not 
be for itself alone but to enrich, edify and 
amuse creator and appreciator, Touched 
briefly but not satisfactorily is art in Rus- 
sia today, as an example of purposeful art 
in a “general wéifare” state. 

What merit the book might have is lost 
for the general reader, for it is written 
for the specialist in art, philosophy or both. 
The author might have taken his own dic- 
tum more seriously and written to reach 
a wider audience,

10 Days on Letter. 


With a national Fisenhower-for- 
President organization being 
‘formed, too many people were ty- 
ing their hopes to what the Gen- 
eral had all along believed to be 
impossible. After 10 days of ef- 
fort to make what he wanted to 
gay as clear and as emphatic as 
possible, the statement was issued. 

At about the same time, Eisen- 
hower was coming to another im- 
portant decision. He was signing 
a contract to write his story of the 
war. Here, too, a struggle of con- 
science preceded the final step. 

Eisenhower has been critical of 
some of the “quickie” war books. 
He feels they have contributed 
ehiefly to bickering and irritation. 

Yet, at the same time, his study 
of past wars made it clear to him 
that future historians would turn 
to these personal memoirs as one 
of the most important and most 
easily accessible sources of know!l- 
edge. So he was persuaded it was 
essential for him to write his 
story. 


Two Months for Memoirs. 


He has already catalogued his 
ive notes. Those notes go 
back to Gibraltar, when Gen. Ike 
went there to plan the landing in 
North Africa in the fall of 1942. 
He has even begun the writing 
of his story. 
Now. in the two months of “va- 


eation” between*his retirement as. 


Chief of Staff and May 1, when 
he will go to Columbia University, 
he hopes to complete the writing 
job. Then, in order to insure the 
most thorough authenticity, the 
manuscript will be turned over to 
a professional historian who had 


the book. 

The historian, with the help of 
one of the general's wartime aids, 
will check every statement against 
the official communiques and re- 
ports. From the beginning Eisen- 
hower insisted on this kind of an- 
notation. He hopes this will help 
him to keep away from any

These documents were discov- 
ered in April, 1945, by the Ameri- 
can First Army. Their contents 
were immediately known to the 
American military intelligence and 
civilian -officials. And, in sub- 
stance, their contents also were 
known to some American journal- 
ists, including myself, and account 
for my doubts from then on about 
the wisdom of trusting an agree- 
ment with Russia.

What baffles the intelligence, 
however, is why our Government 
continued to go through with the 
United Nations Charter whose 
whole premise for peace is perma-

The 1948 Red Cross campaign 
quota for St. Louls and St. Louis 
county is $982,000, Russell Murphy, 
chairman of the drive, announced 
today. The campaign will begin 
March 1. = 

Murphy said the goal set this 
year was a reduction of approxi- 
mately 65 per cent from the peak 


war year, 1944, when the local goal 
was $2,800,000. The national goal 
this year is $75,000,000, down ap- 
proximately 63 per cent from the 
000,000 peak. 

The local goal was reached last 
year in 19 days and campaign 
workers have hopes of doing at 
least as well this year, Murphy 
said. Last year’s campaign raised 
$976,815. 

Two items loom large in Red 
Cross planning for the coming 
year, Murphy said. These are 
development of a National Blood 
Program on both a national and 
chapter basis and the necessity of 
restoring disaster relief reserves 
of the Red Cross. 

Setting up the blood program 
locally was approved by the St. 
Louis Chapter board of directors 
last Friday. Operations will begin - 
here when directed by national 
headquarters according to an es 
tablished schedule. Purpose is to 
make available without charge 
whole blood and its derivatives to 
government and civilian hospitals. 
A fund of $9,800,000 has been al- 
located for the program  na- 
tionally. 

Heavy demands were made for 
disaster funds during 1947, total- 
ling about $11,000, Murphy 
said, pointing out that this far ex- 
ceeded annua! Red Cross disaster 
expenditures of $1,500,000 during 
the past 20 years. 

Major disasters included the 
tornado at Woodward, Okla., ex- 
plosions and fires at Texas City, 
Tex., floods in the Middle West, 
hurricanes in Florida and the 
Gult Coast states and the forest 
fires in Maine.

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The New Films

A Literary Mystery 


Probably when Universal-International hired the distin- 
guished British novelist, Aldous Huxley, to do an original 
screen play, the executive offices expected to get something 
too literary and clever for practical use. They must have been 

pleasantly surprised. Mr. Huxley shows in 
the resulting movie, “A WOMAN’S VEN- 
GEANCE,” on display at the AMBASSADOR 
THEATER, that he can go literary slumming 
in a standard melodramatic murder mystery 
plot and emerge still a shining man of let- 
ters, with ne’er a drop of purple ink to tarnish 
his escutcheon, 


This may be a pot-boiler for Mr. Huxley, but it’s an 
exceptionally meaty and flavorsome one. He has turned out an 
exemplary job of craftsmanship. He IS clever, and he IS at 
times literary, and it turns out to be no cinema sin. Rather 
it's a pleasure to find penetrating, shrewd dialogue, logical 
character development and believable people in an obvious 
entertainment of this sort. If we must have stories about 
wealthy English country people involved in poison plots, in 
line with the morbid English fascination for tales of this sort, 
it’s nice to have a Huxley turn it out. True, his ending where 
a physician gets the rea) prisoner to confess by turning forward 
the clock to make the murderer think that someone else has 
already been executed for the crime, is ag shamelessly con- 
trived as anything in a pulp magazine. But the playing of the 
physician on the sense of guilt of the murderer nes been 
soundly developed ‘as a basis. 

The play has been intelligently directed by Zoltan Korda 
and expertly acted by Charles Boyer, Jessica Tandy, Cedric 
Hardwicke and Ann Blyth. Boyer gives his wealthy, philander- 
ing husband the amoral sophistication to make him believable. 
Miss Tandy, who has been such a success in the lead in the 
Broadway play, “A Streetcar Named Desire,” does a strong 
characterization here of an emotionally starved spinster whose 
neuroticism flares into a psychopathic outburst" when she 
finds that Charles prefers the more elementary and refreshing 
charms of Miss Blyth to her own ability to understand modern 
art. All in all, the melodrama is an absorbing and entertaining 


om. 

A second movie on the bill, “THE UPTURNED GLASS,” 
a British production starring James Mason, falls somewhat 
short of its goal—a logical study of the mind of a brilliant 
surgeon who commits a murder in revenge for the death of 
the woman he loved. There is an attempt to contrast his finely 
developed sense of ethics, responsible for his act, with the 
callous cynicism of a respectable medical practitioner, who 
doesn’t want to operate on a dying child because it’s safer for 
his own reputation not to. Mason invites discovery of his 
crime to halt his flight and perform the operation successfully. 
But the whole argument is negated by the revelation the 
surgeon is a paranoiac. Mason’s wife, Pamela Kellino, who 
also assisted on the screen play, enacts the villainess. She 


isn't particularly impressive. 


Nary a Tear Jerked Here 
When first made back in the old silent days, the movie 
adaptation of A. 8. M. Hutchinson's best-selling novel, “IF 
WINTER COMES,” had a fine and moving performance by 
Percy Marmont as Mark Sabre, and was something of a classic 
as a tear-jerker. But M.G.M,'s 1948 version, 
currently at LOEW'S STATE, falls far short 
of that. We're afraid that the tribulations of 
Mr. Sabre will evoke more yawns than tears. 


Hutchinson's novel pictured Sabre as an 
idealist in a raffish world, a genuinely kind 
man of good will, a sort of Sir Galahad beset 
by the wolf pack of the mean, the narrow, 

and the envious lesser souls, In this version, the extremes have 
been modifi Mark actually intends to take his old love, 
Nona Tybérffrdbm her husband, whereas the idea was repug- 
nant to him4qithe novel.

Walter Pidgeon as Sabre is the usual 
Mr. Pidgeon. He’é too stalwart, too self-assured, too stolid and 
poised to consider remotely feeling sorry for. He hasn’t the 
emotional power to create a stark character and is too civilized 
to give the illusion of nobility, On the other hand, Deborah 
Kerr as Nona does display as much sensitivity and passion as 
the obviously stodgy direction will allow, to give some concep- 
tion of a fine-natured but tormented woman. 

The screen play lacks drive and any real fire of emotional 
impact. The meant-to-be climax of the torturing of Sabre at 
the coroner's inquest into the suicide of Effie, the girl he be- 
friended, results only in apathy. The ending, with Nona and 
Mark burning the note by which they could have been revenged 
on the man who hurt Mark most, also has been robbed by filat- 
ness of dialogue of any real significance.

That Old Gangster Plot 
About the only thing that makes “I WALK ALONE” at the 
FOX any different from 50 other melodramas about underworld 
characters who feud over their rackets and women, is the notion 
that the beer-runners of the prohibition era have graduated 
into business men. For one thug to take 
over another's night-club, nowadays, he needs 
not only a squad of gunmen, but a corpora- 
tion lawyer and an accountant. 

In this, Burt Lancaster is the beer-runner 
out of stir who tries to take over his rightful 
half in a swanky night club, and Kirk Doug- 
las is his old buddy who double-crosses him 

by resorting to interlocking coporation set-ups and duplicate 
books, Qutside of that, nothing in “I Walk Alone” should offer 
any surprises to followers of this type of thing. There is the 
sultry blonde singer (Lizabeth Scott), the brutal beating, the 
murder, the frame-up, and the extortion of a confession from 
the real murderer by counter-brutality, All the players are ex- 
pert enough, so it goes well enough for the patrons who like to 
eat the same dishes every night and see the same movie over 
and over under different names.

VESTION: “Do moles often 
Qi: to cancer, and do you 
advise having them removed?” 
Answer: There is an assortment 
of types of moles, and these all 
have different importance from 
the viewpoint of cancer, All moles 
do not lead to cancer, but a few 
do. The most cancer-prone type 
is the very black, slightly elevated 
one, usually without hair present. 
It is advisable to have this type 
removed if it is in an area that 
is subjected to much irritation, 
such as the collar line of the 
neck, belt line of the abdomen, or 
garter line of the legs. 

The flesh-colored moles, which 
are usually brownish and more 
elevated, are Jess likely to under- 
go cancerous changes, 

A consideration of all factors 
involved is important in studying 
a mole, such as: family tendency 


to cancer, location and amount of | 


irritation, color, size and appear- 
ance in general. 

About syphilis: In a report by 
the United States Public Health 
Service on the prevalence of syph- 
ilis in the United States it is esti- 
mated that approximately 3,000,000 
persons in the United States are 
afflicted with this disease. This 
report further indicates’ that, 
while fewer people have died of 
this disease in the last 15 years, 
there has been no pronounced 
drop in the number of cases of 
syphilis which progress to insan- 
ity. Early treatment is most effec- 
tive, and results in the greatest 
number of cures. This again calls 
attention to the need for more 
frequent blood testing of all and 
the co-operation we must give the

N my last article I mentioned

form a meld. Today I am going 
into an elementary discussion of 
these combinations. 

Any card ig subject to capture 
in three ways to form a set of 
three. Thus, if you discard the 
ten of hearts, it is possible for 
your opponent to hold the tena of 
spades and clubs, The tens of 
spades and diamonds; or the tens 
of clubs and diamonds. The case 
when he holds all three tens is not 
counted separately. 

A king or an ace is subject to 
capture in only one way to form 
a sequence. Thus the king will fit 
only with the queen-jack. 

A queen can form a sequence in 
two ways: king-queen-jack and 
queen-jack-ten. The same applies 
to a deuce. 

Any other card can fit into three 
sequences. Thus, a ten can form 
queen-jack-ten, jack-ten-nine or 
ten-nine-eight. 

Adding these to the three ways 
that any card may form a set of 
three, we see that a king or an 
ace is subject to capture in four 
ways; a queen or deuce, to capture 
in five ways, and any other card, 
to capture in six ways.

The same thing is true of life insurance, auto- 
mobiles, etc. And competition has made the price nearly a 
constant. This is becoming an age, therefore, in which per- 
sonality traits determine the final outcome of the sales situa- 
tion. Nowadays, the personality of the salesman is often .more 
important than his product.

BUT THERE ARE too many business firms today obsessed 
with an exaggerated idea of thelr own importance. This is 
especially true of the home office executives. They pat them- 
selves on the back and boast about how many years they have 
been in business. They may strain for some new advertising 
idea and then sink millions into ads that quibble over hair- 
splitting distinctions. Or they avidly clutch at some bizarre 
and far-feteched sales point. Meanwhile, the attitude of mil- 
lions of potential customers is “So what?” 

But they are markedly influenced by personal favors and 
courtesies by the salesman. Incidentally, we usually buy from 
the salesman first, and only secondarily from the firm. Re- 
member, too, that “service” is a vague word until it is broken 
down into specific acts and favors. So spend your advertising 
dollars where they help the salesman on the firing line. Don’t 
mirror the vanity of the “home office” executives, It isn’t the 
generals who win the war! It’s the privates, So quit running 
“general” ads. 

Invest your advertising dollars where they help the sales- 
men who actually contact the prospects, Focus on the “point 

of sale” as your bull’s-eye. 


BOBBY CLARK-—Still in Class by Himsel 


Veteran Comedian, Here at American Starting Sunday,

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 30. 

HE vanishing American may 

expect to be joined very soon, 

according to many theater- 
goers and critics, by that other 
noble but also retreating char- 
acter, the vanishing comedian, 
The past decade of entertainment, 
dominated as it has been by mo- 
tion pictures and radio, has man- 
aged to produce a bumper crop of 
luscious lovelies who squeak songs, 
numerous actors with heavy brows 
and heavy characterizations, and 
many machine-gun patter artists, 
but it has done comparatively 
nothing to replace the great com- 
ics and clowns of a past theatrical 
generation. 

Among the last of the great 
clowns, and in the opinion of 
many, the funniest of them all, 
is Bobby Clark. Clark, who will 
appear at the American Theater 
next week in Victor Herbert’s 
“Sweethearts,” or rather the skele- 
ton of “Sweethearts” which he 
rattles to produce his own brand 
of rollicking riot, is inclined to 
agree with the dim view on the 
end of an era in comedy. 

“They call me one of the ‘last 
of the great clowns,” he said 
seriously and even sadly, “Leav- 
ing the ‘great’ out of it, it’s true. 
There aren’t any new comedians 
and where are they going to come 
from? Not from motion pictures, 
not from night clubs: Certainly,” 
he gave a slight shudder, “not 
from radio, 

“As an indication of the state 
of affairs,” he continued, “the 
Shuberts have an option on the 
title, Ziegfeld’s Follies, provided 
they produce a Follies at regular 
stated intervals, Well, they’ve had 
to get the option extended because 
they can’t put out a show. They 
have no comedians and no come- 
diennes. And if the Shuberts can't 
get them, who can? 

“T don’t listen to radio,” he said, 
“but I know enough about it to 
know that what they do on the 
radio and get by with wouldn't get 
to first base on the stage, an

clubs, too. With night clubs it’s 
been proved. I can name six peo- 
ple who’ve been dynamite in night 
clubs and were tried in shows 
and proved terrible, Jimmy 
Durante is about the only excep- 
tion. There’s no doubt about it, 
The stage needs a white hope— 
or several white hopes.” 

Watching Clark onstage one 
gets the fecling of watching a 
great craftsman. Impromptu and 
ad libbed as his bits of business 
appear to be they are so perfectly 
co-ordinated that any but the cas- 
ual observer realizes they have 
been carefully, intricately, beauti- 
fully worked out. His solemn ap- 
proach to theatrical madness is 
reflected in his conversation which 
is as serious, studious, and devoid 
of flippancy as a social worker 
discussing a case history. 

In the case history of the van- 
ishing comedian, Clark believes 
the result will be an entirely dif-

and burlesque days. It may be 
that we'll have funny shows in the 
future, shows in which the writers 
will write laughs, and which will 
be so well cast that some fellow 
will get the laughs. But then do 
you know what'll happen? They'll 
put that fellow in another show 
and he'll die the death of a dog.” 


Clark’s own theatrical training 
approached the ideal in show busi- 
ness background, Starting out as 
a teen-ager in Columbus, Ohio, 
Clark and his best friend and 
partner for 34 years, Paul McCul- 
lough, moved from minstrel shows 
to the circus to vaudeville to bur- 
lesque to musical comedy. A 
methodical person, Clark has kept 
records of every company and 


show with which he has appeared, 
every place he has played, every 
hotel at which he has stayed, even 
to room numbers, since he went 
into show business in 1904, These 
memoranda enable him to recall 
such details as the contract for 
one of Clark and McCullough’s 
typical early jobs, a minstrel show 
contract which provided that they 
blow bugles in the parade, do a 
song and dance in the first part 
of the show, present their tum- 
bling during intermission, and 
stand ready to do anything from 
reciting Hamlet to juggling mid- 
gets. The salary was enormous— 
$25 a week—but subject to a $1 
fine for appearing at a parade 
with shoes unshined, and, $5 for 
“mashing within three blocks of 
the theater.” 

Any old-time theater-goer can 
recall a dozen Clark and McCul- 
lough routines, the lion tamer rou- 
tine, the prize fighting routine, 
the chair-to-table routine. All of 
them contributed to Clark’s com- 
edy mastery and he is always hesi- 
tant about naming what he con- 
siders his top performance. 

“To pick a favorite would mean 
I'd be being untrue to something 
that has gotten me a million 
laughs,” he says. 

Since McCullough’s death In 
1936, Clark has appeared alone in

N almost every duplicate game 

there is one hand that domi- 

nates the inevitable “postmor- 
tem.” Often, it is a “freak” of 
such outlandish design that a wide 
variety of scores was bound to re- 
sult from it, but at other times 
there is nothing particularly 
strange about the deal itself— 
merely about its malignant influ- 
ence on the players involved. For 
example, the “jinx” hand for many 
pairs in a recent duplicate was 
this: 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable.

At one table, where North-South 
reached the fantastic contract of 
six spades doubled the East-West 
pair, having defeated that con- 
tract seven tricks, collected the 
rather impressive score of 2000 
points, and it is safe to say that 
they felt this “top” would stand 
against all comparison! They 
were not only astonished but un- 
derstandably disgusted to find 
that another East-West pair had 
been presented with an even more 
luscious plum! At this other table

North’s redouble was based on
